His 
Excellency having explained that he 
was taking the chair that evening not 
‘as Governor of the Colony but as 
Patron of the League of Fellowship 
asked Mr. Pollock to 
move the resolution which had al- 
ready appeared in the public press. 
LEAGUE PROVING A’ SOCCESE. 
The Hon, Mr. Pollock K.C, began 
his address by thanking the Governor 
for taking the chair, remarking that 
he was paying the League a veiy 
greit, compliment indeed because it

which, at all events in His Excellency’s 
estimation, the Leayue would vere 
in the-future. (Applause).

Of course they had various shades of 


opinion in the Colony and it was in-, 


teresting to him to find that in the 
last day or two some gentlemen 
seemed to be of the opinion that 

the Washington Conference was |B 
matter which did not in’ the least 
bis concern them as individuals 
but that it was something which 
concerned simply and solely the 
statesmen who were delegates to thé 
Conference, He felt sure that those 
present that evening did not share 
that view, but in order to convince 
others who appeared.to want convin- 
cing hé desired to read to them an 
extract froma speech made by the 
Chairman (His Excellency the 
Governor) when ‘he took the chair 
at Dr. Hodgkin’s lecture on the 
“Salvaging of Civilisation.” On 
that occasion the Chairman said: 

“Tf the League of Nations was to 
be the success that everybody desired 
it must have the driving power of the 
peoples of the countries bebind it.. In 
ordar that. it might become a living 
thing it was necessary that everyone 
should set aside the hard feelings of 
{the past and cultiyate a sprit of unity 
and sympathy with other nations. If 
that spirit could be extended he would 
not despair of seeing the League of 
Nations doing a great work towards 
the saving of civilisation.” (Applause). | 
So far as he was aware there was 
no’ actual branch of the League of 
Nations in existence,. but he wanted 
to submit for their consideration 
that the League of Fellowship and 
Service established in Hongkong. with 
its wide membership open to every- 
body, might not unfittingly take the 
place of a Hongkong branch of the 
League of Nations. In the connection 
he wished to point out that the third 
of the-proposed rules of the League, 
which’ would be submitted shortly 
for confirmation to’the general body 
of members, ran as follows: ‘All 
sons, irrespective of race or creed, who 
request that their names. be put down 
as members. of the League shall be 
members of the League,’ There was 
no ballot, no restriction of any kind 
and no. exclusion of any man or 
womun who desired to be enrollee

4 TREMENDONS EVENT. 

Personally 1 look upon this Con- 
ference which is about to take place 
as one of the most important events 
which have teken place during my 
33 years of residence in this Colony. 
It is fraught with enormous pos- 
sibilities either for evil or for yood. 
If the statesmen at 
cannot rise to the level of the great 
opportunity which has been given 
tothem by President Har. ing, then 
it seems to me that there ure grave 
fears that we may hereafter, and at 
no very distant’ date, be confronted 
with yet another war-which, with 
the further discoveries of modern 
science, -will be even more terrible 
than the last war. Many of ‘you will 
have read in Mr. H. G. Wells’ book 


on the ‘Salvaging of Civilisation’ the, 


terrible picture which he draws of the 


future of civilisation unless the nations, 


turn themselves seriously and in 
earnest towards the path of peace. 
That is one side of the picture. . lf, 
however, as we earnestly: hope and 
pray may be the case, better and more 
reasonable counsels prevail at Was- 
hington,. then we may regard the 
Conference as a turning point in the 
future of the human race and as a 
stepping stone towards that splendid
